— Ministerial remedy: and Hints to enable the people to find remedies

There are no sittiations in which the brave and honest cannot act 

bravely and honestly. 
THE time of trial approaches Defeated and disgraced in 
every appeal which the ministers have made to the laws, if 
we may gather from the Janguage of their tools aught of truth 
or meaning, it is resolved still further to dispense with what 
has hither:u been daz, to pave the way for the introduction 
of measures and principles more suitable to the meridian of 
Downing-street, than could be found in the plain sense and 
strict justice, of our bold and honest ancestors, The mi- 
nisters, startled and alarmed, at the repulses they have met 
with,—disappointed at the integrity of the Juries—even of 
Special Juries—their spies detected, and held up to untver- 
sal execration :—their measures carried by force and cor- 
ruption, and universally detested as unjust, or condemned 
as unnecessary—are now aware that the question of RK. 
FORM or REVOLUTION will again agitate the thinking 
and oppressed portion of the community throughout the 
empire. It cannot be again evaded, by falsehood and 
calumny, as before. The wretched subterfuges to which 
they have had recourse, stand blazoned to the day as vile 
expedients ; and, convicted of every unworthy stratagem Lo 
mislead, they do not retain the common character of veracity 
that is essential to the common credit of a public character, 
Disbelieved and mistrusted every where, it is only by the 
mest outrageous cont:mpt of all reason that they can resist 
the united attack that will be directed against the wicked 
corruption of their system. ‘To ‘* Lduster and look big,” 
must, therefore, be their present resource ; and should this 
fail them, and by the damning proofs of infamy that can be 
laid before them, fail it must, they have only the alternative 
left them of resigning the helm tu abler, to more indepen. 
dent hands, 

The era of blustering has commenced. ‘The Courier, the 
supple, easy, shuffling Courier, obedient to the high im- 
pulse by which it lives, has rung the tecsin of alarm; and 
i doing so, it has been more candid than usual, or than 
could have been expected.

Dware in their support. For the effect of this we are 
indebted to the Editor more than for the intention. IVe 
court publicity and enquiry ;—most earnestly do we court 
it; nor do we heed with what comments our articles are ex. 
tracted. We only wish them to be read. If our reasoning 
be just. no comment can destroy it ; and if it be incorrect, 
it ought to be refuted. It has been well said, that * zhere 
* truth is the object contested for, he who is defeuted 
*S gains the prize.’ If we can only once induce the minis. 
ters to argue the questions, instead of suspending the laws, 
we are willing to be silent when we are defeated : and we 
thank the Couréer very gratefully even for its false insinua. 
tions. ‘They shew at least the dreadful condition to which 
its masters are reduced in the scale of reason. A slight 
specimen of what it has ventured to assert may amuse our 
readers :—although intended to be very hostile, the wishes 
intimated are tov contemptible to raisea frown. Ina few 
brief observations upon the new mode of petitioning, the 
nation is told that ** Parliament last session respected the 
‘© right of petitioning to a fault!!!

all the petitions that were received !—with a few hints from 
the ministerial benches, that those who could send such 
peutions ¢there, were very proper subjects for the lunatic 
asylums of the country. This is to respect the right of 
petitioning to a fault!!! Bravo, Mr. Courier! bravo! 
Such a respect, the right of petitioning is worthy of a similar 
return for the réghf of imposing taxes; and if the nation 
would at last SS respect the right of taxation to a fault,” 
they will by parity of reasoning pay no taxes at all. 
Such a replication to the Courier, aud to the masters of

‘This was very kind ; but 
the guineas are gone—where, 1 cannot tell: but a certain 


‘house in the city, itis rumoured has got a full share; and 


every body knows where they will send them when they 
happen to be wanted, 

Thou wilt probably ask me after the new geld coinage 
that it was promised should appear. It has appeared, my 
friend, Several folks of good credit are quite ready tu 
swear that they have secn it; but the majority of the people 
in the country are almost inclined to treat it as a fable, not 
having, in the space of three months, been able to obtain a 
glimpse of it. ‘The new pieces are called sovereizns ; and 
as the eastern fashions are about to be introduced into this 
country, it is supposed that the sovereigns will be kept 
very carefully secluded from the publiceye. I have some 
reason to belicve that I have myself been in possession ef a 
sovereign; but my republican eyes have deceived me into 
parting with it for a shilling, iis coin is just the size of 
one of the new pieces of the new silver coin, which I sent 
thee as a specimen how modern art is disgraced by the talent 
of our ancestors; and the only difference of the two is 
that the one is yellow, and the other white.
